Chamber of Commerce 
Against Spaulding Bill 


Plans of Palo Alto to secure favor- 
able legislation at Sacramento this 
year that will provide for the annexa- 
tion by California cities of territory 
in an adjoining county is to be very 
strongly combated by the Chamber of 
Commerce of Menlo Park. Ata 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the local chamber last Monday night 
resolutions were unanimously adopted 
strongly opposing the plan and after 
a lengthy discussion of the Spaulding 


Bill a committee was appointed to 
carry on a campaign in the State 


Legislature to effect the defeat of the 
proposed bill. This committee con- 
sists of W. J. Murray, chairman; E. 
E. Quayle, F. R. Cain, J; E. Pem- 
broke, J. J. Harcom and L. H. Cook. 

A big mass meeting of the citizens 
of Menlo Park has been called for 
next Monday night and Assemblyman 
Harry has been invited to 
be present and discuuss the matter. 
An effort will also be made to have 
State Senator M. B. Johnson at the’ 
meeting. 

All Chambers of Commerce in San 
‘Mateo county, all civic organizations 
and the board of supervisors are to 
be asked to join with the Menlo Park 
Chamber of Commerce resisting 
the efforts of Palo Alto to secure the 
favorable action the legislature, 
which is desired in orde rthat the city 
of Palo Alto may annex certain of 
the choisest sections of San Mateo 
county. 

Similar bills to the one now desired 
were presented to the legislature last 
year and reecived a majority vote in 
both houses at Sacramento, but were 
vetoed by Governor Richardson, who 
denounced them as “most pernicious.” 
There was no opposition to the bills 
at that time, as very few in San Ma- 
ted county were aware that they were 
to. be presented and those that <did 
felt certain that they would be defeat- 
ed. 

With one exception a full attend- 
ance of the executive committee was 
present and every voice was raised 
in protest against this movement of 
Palo Alto to take what she wanted 
out of San Mateo county. 

There is no doubt in the minds of 
those who have given matter careful 
consideration that with the passage 
of this bill tremendous. difficulties. and 
disputes would arise. There canbe 
no advatitage gained by such consoli- 
dation of territory as .would take 
place and _ the territory 
would in all probability stand to lose 
many of the advantages it now has
